If you are in a full-time project, touring plus selling your 
records and merchandising is the way to earn your money as 
others do their job, too. But playing shows doesn't always 
mean to get paid for it. Isn't it true that SOIA have set 
standards in playing benefit shows ? You played for antifascist 
organisations, Amnesty International, children's rights, 
squat-shows and a lot more all over the world. 

Lou:"This matter we take very seriously. But it's kind of hard, too, 
because we can't do as much as we want or people are asking for. 
We all know that playing benefits is good for us all, but we can't 
play every benefit show people are asking us for. We could book a 
whole benefit tour of such in the US, man! Kids call us up and ask 
for example "could you play a benefit show in Wisconsin for 
children with AIDS or the homeless?". Of course these are good 
matters to help. but we simply cannot drive to Wisconsin for one 
show. And a lot of times the people who want us to play are not 
even able to pay our expenses. But we try to do as much as we can 
and it's good, because this way we get in touch with projects we 
via normally have no time to deal with.

In our society it is 
unfortunatly very common 
that people talk very loud 
but act not that way. A lot

tlike the greatest activist but when the shit hits the fan they're not 
in sight. At the end this falseness is based on or leads to rival 
thoughts and egoism. 


Lou:"Yeah, for example on the one hand people give a shit about their 
door prices but on the other hand they go out saying:"Look we played 
this benefit and got no money!" They try to make themselves lookin' 
that way. That's fucked!" 

Right at the moment while doing this interview, they are playing 
the States to present their new album to the US- audience. 


Lou:"The tour up to now has been going very well the last days. We 
had an awesome crowd. People seem to be very into the new material 
and stuff. But the best thing so far is, that there hasn't been one single 
fight yet. Hopefully things will stay that way. Even at a place where 
we played two years ago and had some trouble with fascist kids, 
nothing happened, that's cool. As far as I can say for now, every show 
was great and we're looking forward to our upcoming European tour, 
because Europe has always been great to us." 


Good to hear that violent activities are actually disappearing from 
HC-shows in the US. This whole gang violence shit, which came to 
HC especially in NY and in a way lead to the "death" of the scene, 
has definitly to be banished from the shows and things are going 
very well for this. Are kids more conscious concerning their scene 
now ? 


Lou:" I hope so, this thing had brought the NYHC scene down. But 
today I can remark a difference, it is getting better again, at our last 
shows we hadn't any trouble and on this tour things are going very 


" 


well. 
Having STRIFE, a less known band, as support, which have 
released two Demos, two 7"s until now and are jumping off 
with their brandnew full-length-piece called "One Truth" on 
Victory Records is no surprise if you look at SOIA's touring 
activities in the past. In Europe it is kind of sad, that people try 
to build up new walls between HC-bands. Is it a certain 
concept of SOIA to go on tour with young, less-known bands 
and give them a chance to be recognized by a large audience? 


Lou:" Yeah, definitly. It's our way of paying back. When we were 
a young band, bands like UNDERDOG and TOKEN ENTRY 
helped us out a lot. That was the reason why we took BLACK 
TRAIN JACK on tour with us. Last tour we had SNAPCASE 
opening up for us. We heard their album and thought it was good 
and the material was worth to expose it to a bigger audience. 
Thats kind of the same with STRIFE now. But it's not just 
younger bands, for example VISION from NJ. Their new 
material sounds exactly like their first album but it's a little bit 
more melodic-NYHC-style with melody, it's great. Hopefully 
we'll do some stuff with them in the near future, that would be 
cool. It's great to see bands still playing." 
One band helping a new one coming up and paying back the 
help sounds a lot like the idea of standing together, standing 
united. Is Unity a strong force one should believe in? And is 
this power strong enough to break down the walls restricting 
PP or even strong enough to charge society's system? 

u:" Yeah, definitly! The one thing kids have to realize is, that 
we try to play with bands that have different views of life, 
different lifestyles. Last tour with SNAPCASE it was like that. 
They were almost all vegans. I've never been a vegan, it was as 
simple as that: They respected us and we did the same! Before 
we go out and try to change society or the whole world we have 


to take a look at ourselves first. Our scene is so divided, S.E. kids 
don't want to see a band drinking beer at the stage, so they bovcott 
their shows, vegans don't accept other lifestyles or the other way 
around. These people are loosing the idea behind our music: It's ail 
about communication! When these small-minded people will get 
older they gonna say:"Oh shit, I missed a lot of great music and 
shows!" The kids have to realize we're all in this together and have to 


“80 along like this." 


When hearing about all this one can easily get the impression of 
SOIA being related to the basic ideas of Socialism. Does the band 
feel themselve of being into this matters 


Lou:" Oh, it's funny, because we were asked this some days 
ago. so there must be something behind it. It's a little bit 
strange for us to be confrontated with those ideas that we 
sound very left-winged or related to Socialism. When you 
grow up in America, vou definitly are not so conscious 
about these matters. | know in Europe you like to specify 
things a little more, call them by name. You can say, that 
we're kind of working-class band, we are all workers. Now 
it is no longer necessary to do bullshit-jobs like Pete and 
Craig still did in the past. SOIA has become a full time job 
for us so we simply have to make our money for living out 
of it. You know, we don't pay too much attention on what 
we are. We like to look at us how we are. We just act the 
way we think it's right !" 

Still playing the same kind of music, not changing even 
a little bit of the attitude behind or the style of it shows 
a strong belief in it. From their first release in 1987 up 
to "Scratch the Surface" the identification with their 
music has stayed the same. Sure, SOIA developed as a 
band, but the intensity in their songs remained. It seems 
as if HC is fortunatly still some kind of defensive 
weapon of a fight against the machinery of society. 


‘You can say, that we're 
kind of working class band.’

Lou:" Yeah, it is ! Some kids use the music and our scene as 
a kind of escape from society. I think that's good. because 
they have the ability to learn something different, not a 
conform part of the big machinery. Thev don't have to be 
like everybody else. Even if they don't stay in the scene for 
years, they'll hopefully remain the same personally and 
keep the ideas of our community in their mind. acting the 
way they want to , not just everybody else." 

But the HC scene has developed into different regions. 
People using the term "Hardcore" for being trendy and 
to sell-out themselves althrough they had never to do 
even a tiny little bit with it. This leads to the fact, that 


nowadays a lot of kids come into the scene, just consuming it 
without being interested in the basic ideas behind it and where it 
all came from. 

Lou:"Oh yes, that's kinda stupid. Some bands pretend to be 
"Hardcore" and influence the kids by doing so. Finally they just come 
to HC-shows just because of the violence, 1 mean, in their eyes it may 
looks like that. But this ain't so bad or important at all, because these 
people are usually gone after a year and jump of the next trendy 
train.!" 


After all this touring, recording! public relation Фа benefit 
stuff, is there actually any time left for personal freedom ? It 
must be hard, that a lot of times personal matters simply have 
to step back because of the band. 


Lou:” We have some time between the shows. Before this tour we 
had a month off. When we are at home in NY, we spend our time 
with our families, because we haven't got much time to see them 
anyway, Especially when we'll go on tour now it's very hard, 
because my grandmother is very sick. She is very old and noone 
knows if she's gonna make it. Me and Pete went out to see her a 
lot in this past month, but now we have to go on tour again. So we 
try to stay in contact with our family, vou know, we're prepared 
but nevertheless it's hard. The band takes control of your life, 
relationships and stuff. I got a god-son, he is just two years old 
and everytime I go on tour he is looking for me and I'm not there 
for a month. That hurts me a lot, because I miss him, too!" 

The point which is to emphasize is that all four members are 
very into the band. SOIA is their most important thing in life 
and people should pay respect to this because often it is not as 
easy as it seems to be. Talking about personal um 
matters and viewpoints, what about the new 
record ? Is the band pretty content with it ? | 
Lou:" I'm very happy with "Scratch the Surface". It 
is definitly the best album we ever did. I know, 
everybody says that. but to me "Just look around" 
was different. I wrote almost all the lyrics and put a 
lot of energy in it. But the new one I love as a 
whole. I think the sound quality is the best, because 
we got Craig in the band now. which is great. You 
know, everything came together It's the most 
unified SOIA album we've ever done. The first two 
records were mostly just mc and Pete." 


During the total running time of the record one 

can't set rid if the impression that SOIA try to МГ 
bring more punk & Oi! roots back to their Шш 
music, not just in songs like "Step down", which 
is almost an Oi!-singalong.

Lou:" Oh yeah, look, when we came to Europe last | 
time with SNAPCASE, we asked them :"Are you | 
into stuff like DISCHARGE and old GBH ?" and | 
they said:"Not really...". "So, do you like bands like 
SHAM 69, BUSINESS or BLITZ ?". "Oh no, 
тап!", they answered.

‚with these guys we said. There's HC beyond all | 
this. When we wrote the song "Insurrection" it was 


our version of the SHAM 69 classic "Borstal Breakout". It's gonna be 
released on a 7" on East West in America together with "Scratch the 
Surface" and "Consume" plus a STRAIGHT ÀHEAD-classic.". 


Since last year there has been a big strupgle between Metal-bands 
like M.O.D., PRO-PAIN, BIOHAZARD and SICK OF IT ALL. H 
seemed to become more than just verbal fights. Was this whole 
problem based on the sexist, rascist or antisocial lyrics of these 
bands ? 


Lou:" As far as arguing with BIOHAZARD, it's just like that they're 
really good friends of us. But the thing we can't understand i is, why 
they always go around and shout that they are a part of the NYHC- 
scene and in reality never really were. They came into the scene at 
the end of the big era and that was the worst time of it. Claiming to 
be a part of that is stupid. And when we're talking about these other 
bands, you're right - they are metal bands. 1 don't know what roots 
they had in HC. 1 mean, they totally turn their back against HC and 
even said it in interviews. I actually don't care, let them play what 
they want, but when they come around and say :"Yeah, we're fuckin! 
Hardcore !", where have they been for the past 8 years ? And when 


they're talkin esas physically threats, it's just stupid. When I meet 
them in NY, they're just fine and say "hello", they never carried about 
their "threats".

As you may have read in our interview with IGNITE last issue, there's an conservative 
organization around these days called "SEA SHEPHERD" which aim is the protection 
of the oceans. The people working in this society are not afraid to cross the borders of 
law and stop the destruction of the sea and its living creatures. Often they are risking 
more than being put behind bars or paying fines, so these guys definitely need support! 
But who are they and what are their goals in general and detail? 

Our following little report on Sea Shepherd is based on their current issue of "The Sea Shep- 
herd Log", the quarterly newsletter of their community: 

"The Sea Shepherd Conservation Society is a non-profit organization involved in the 
investigation and documentation of international laws, regulation and treaties protecting 
marine wildlife species. The Sea Shepherd's Log is the quarterly newsletter of the Sea 
Shepherd Conservation Society, and contains educational information, updates on 
current laws and legislation and updates of Sea Shepherd Conservation Society 
activities." 


Captain Paul Watson, one of the most important persons and founder of Sea Shepherd talks in the new issue of their info-magazine: 


"The oceans are dying! It's as simple as that. From the deck of our ships, I have been bearing witness to this agony for nearly 
twenty-five years. Understanding this leaves me contemptuous of those who criticize what they fail to understand. For those who say 
that education is the only approach, I can only answer that we live in the most educated time in the history of the world.

VISION EUROPE office in Berlin. We took the chance to speak 
with him about prejudices, lies and religion. EQUAL VISION 
has been one of the most controversial labels in the past, but 
EQUAL VISION was not the label you started. Can you tell us 
a little of its histo 

Steve:" Yeah, wha rite on EQUAL VISION and me was, that 
I was YOUTH OF TODAY's manager and the road manager for the 
last year. Ray (Cappo, singer of YOUTH OF TODAY and 
SHELTER later on) and me were really good friends. When we got 
back from their last tour we both joined the temple together. He 
moved to India and I moved to a farm in Pensylvania, so I was a 
farmer for four years. And this was all I was into, but I was a single 
and had no problems to live there without having money and 
everything like that. But then Kate became my girlfriend and we 
wanted to get married. She was only 20 years old, but finally she 
moved to the farm, where were no younger people, especially no 
kids. I think she wanted to move back to NYC, because of all the 
bands and stuff. All we've done was work. She was working in the

garden and I was working with the cows. Kate was in all these 
popular bands like 108 and we where about 5 hours away from 
NYC, so after the summer I realized that, if I want her to be my 
girlfriend still, I have to do a little more exciting, 'cause she was 
bored. Then Ray called me up and was asking me:"Hey Steve, do 
you wanna come with us, come and manage SHELTER ?", But I 
said:"No, I'm only into the farm". Then I asked Kate and she also 
said "No, I wanna do the farm" - but she was crying. So I knew, 
that she wanted to go back and do the bands again and I wanted to 
make her happy. Finally I called Ray again and said:"OK, let's do 
it". After that, I came to Europe with SHELTER my first time. I 
was into the thing again and bought the label from Ray."

Steve:" Yeah, they had already put out two 7"s and the first two 


SHELTER 7"s. SHELTER wanted to do a new record, but there 
was no money at all. So they asked me to do the label and the

When you started to do EQUAL VISION the image changed a 
little bit. Ray started it to be a Krishna-band-label. Now there a so 
many releases coming up, which are not Krishna in general. 


Steve:" Right! When I started, I lived the first year at the temple. I 
invested and lost about 5.000 dollars, but I wanted the label to be 
good. I couln't do only Krishna bands, 'cause the only Krishna bands 
around were SHELTER and 108. Then I had a conversation with Ray 
and Porcell and they said:"Maybe we should do some other bands. 
because people are looking at EQUAL VISION to do only Krishna 
bands!" But it actually was my life. I was working all my time for the 
label. The kids should see that Iam a Krishna doing a label and I 


work with people, who are not straight edge and not vegetarians, but I 
like them and I'm into their music and somehow we can work 
together. Not that I have to make everyone that I deal with to be a 
Krishna - that's not fair! That’ not the Krishna philosophy and not:the 
best public relation for a label when I say :"ОК, you're not a Krishna 
- I'll drop you. You are a jerk!" SHIFT from NYC were the first band 
who took the plunge. Now I have only two Krishna bands, 108 and 
PREMA (SHELTER aren't anymore), and 10 who aren't. Once we 
decided to be a real label, I knew in my mind that we couldn't be an 


only Krishna-band-label. I'm just running a record label, and I'm a 


Krishna, which is my belief, not that all I do has to be Krishna - that's 
how people should look at it." 

Isn't this the biggest prejudice about Krishnas, that all you do and 
everything is Krishna: the doorbell, the kitchen, the bed - 
everything has to be Krishna. 


Steve:" Yes, right! But people don't belief that there are Krishnas, who 
are lawyers, there are Krishnas, who are doctors and they treat 
everyone equal. Not like: "You are no Krishna, then die you pig!" 

But how started all these prejudices and the antipropaganda 
against people, who are into hardcore and belief in Krishna. 
When we just remember the BAD BRAINS: They preached the 
philosophy of Jah 24 hours a day at last, which we all know is 
very violent, and they never got a problem with it. But the 
Krishna pilosophy is very peaceful and pacifistic. So why exist all 
these prejudices? 

Steve:"To me hardcore always was the music, which was most open 
minded.

You know, 
the SNAPCASE guys are always at my house. They always come 
down just for the weekend, wether they play or sometimes I have a 
_ party on my house or just for hanging out with us. 

You said house, don't you live in the temple anymore ? 


Steve:"OK, as you know Kate and me got married and we moved 
to NY. But our honeymoon was being on tour with 24 people for 2 
1/2 month. This wasn't the most romantic thing. And after two 
weeks I had to leave for another time 2 month to Europe, so when 1 
came back she said:"Oh boy, let's not go on this way!". Also I had 
a T-shirt press and all I had was a really small warehouse room in 
the temple. It couldn't be go on like this. So we have now a really 
big house in NY, where all this can be together. But we don't live 
there alone, there are many other people, of which are the most 
into Krishna. We also have a record shop in this house, all the 
distribution, my office is in there and all the CDs, T-shirts and 
packages. We sell all the NEW AGE, REVELATION and 
VICTORY stuff in our mailorder catalogue. Now so many kids 
come visit NY and know where EQUAL VISION is. They just 
come up the street not only to buy something but just to visit the 
house, which is cool. Usually we ask them, if they wanna have 
something to eat. And so sometimes kids just hang around with us 


and sometimes they help us with packaging T-shirts and CDs. This 


is really cool."

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In a time when more and more HC bands are beginning to’ 


develop the roots behind their music, the godfathers of 
OI! stnke back and release a brand-new album which 
sounds like there had never been any single day between 
their disappearance after the gig at the Lisieux festival in 
France and now. The new record entitled "Keep the 
Faith", the title once again speaks words, 1s so refreshing 
and powerful, full of energy and ideas, still stylistically a 
classic OI!- punk release but it's got a lot of new (or even 
old) elements which make this piece of music more 
interesting for the HC audience. But let's go back in 
history a little first. 


THE BUSINESS was founded in the late 70s and 
band developed into a hot tip in the English underground. 
They had a punk image way back in those days and were 
slowly beginning to attract a larger audience. In 1981 the 
band released their first song on the "Sudden Surge of 
Sound"-sampler. Their second release already was a 
classic. They took part on the famous "Carry on OI!" 
-compilation which also features later heroes like 
PETER & THE TEST TUBE BABIES or EXPLOITED. 
This was a great time for the members of the band. They 
were on the same label with other classic OI!-punk bands 
like for example EXPLOITED or THE 4 SKINS. It was 
very exiting to be a part of the scene, because whole 
London was buzzing and there were always gigs around 
in those days. During the following years the band was 
often considered as being related to right-wing 
organizations. But this a point which the members of the 
band can't understand. Of course way back in those times 
there have been some idiots around and fights were usual 
, too much fights. But THE BUSINESS never had any 
serious trouble with nazi-assholes. Their goal has always 
been the music and they didn't want to be much involved 
into politics, because if one brings too much serious stuff 
into the music the real message could get lost. Shit will 
definitely follow if the topics are too serious. They have 
always tried to stick to the music. mainly. And many of 
the band's old friends were from a totally different 
background than the rumors told. Or would you consider 
bands like CRASS or CONFLICT as being related to the 
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Music is and was what it's all about. If the band is kinda 


strong influence for some younger bands even from the 
HC scene it is a very positive and most of all cool thing 
to hear. HC music today 1s very similar to the punk scene 
in the old days. It has the same kind of energy and power 
and therefore THE BUSINESS might have been an 
influence for the HC scene. The band has been on tour in 
Europe last year with BATTERY and GROWING 
MOVEMENT who liked to go on tour with this living 
legend. But often the OI! crowd was very single minded 
and did nit accept these bands. But even THE BUSINESS 
were often disliked and denied in the 80s. A band has to 
get rid of bothering about those experiences. They are a 
part of the development a band has to make. The people 
who don't like a band like for example GM now will 
probably accept and stick to them in two years. A lotta 
skins are stepping forwards to other kinds of hard music 
and that's good. A band like THE BRUISERS doesn't care 
about what kind of music they are actually playing and 
just turn out what's in their hearts. That's the only way to 
grow and it's just a matter of time people start to like you. 
Look at their gig as support for MADBALL: this was an 
incredible outblast of energy. Both bands went out and 
kicked the shit out of people's heads- that's a lovely 
attitude. They open even new horizons for other bands 
and for the audience, too. 


The new record is a new highlight of punk's history. 
Everybody seems to like it and the band itself is very 
content with the development which takes place right now. 
The record company Century Media and our booking 
organization M.A D. are the reasons for THE BUSINESS 
being back on the scene once again. Without these driving 
forces they might have been history already. The influences 
on the new record are not as intentional as it seems. Some 
of the material 1s even older . The band just went into the 
studio and recorded it, it is 100% THE BUSINESS and 
there is a lotta stuff in the back which hopefully will be 
released very soon. Now the guys are or have been on tour 
already and hopefully have made many new friendships 
with people who care about the roots.

In the run-up to thıs tour there had been some problems conceming the 
line-up of the Krishna hardcores 108 namely the drum part. But after times of 
worry a good substitute had been found. He's known to the HC-scene as the 
drummer of the former HC flagship of Berlin, CHARLEY'S WAR. A German 
member for a US-HC band from New York City, you might ask. But this fit 
very well after a short time of playing and practising together, so best 
conditions were given for a good gig in the Ex club in Berlin.. But first of all 
we had the pleasure to see one of Europe's most successful new Straight Edge 
HC band, the REFUSED. They actually had released two mini CDs and a 
full-length album which "exploded" in their home country and in Germany, 
too. These releases were the base for the kind of leading role up there in the 
North, which the REFUSED already can call their own. As you all may have 
recognized the scene over there 1s very strong and 1s growing bigger each and 
every day. 


Everybody was a little curious about these guys. Their first bigger European 
live presence was more than just positive. The four Swedes blasted off right 
from the start and the crowd got their back from the fist riff until the end of 
their set. Unfortunately the sound was kinda bad and therefore the quality of 
their songs wasn't that good as on CD. But nevertheless the gig was very 
powerful and the kids loved and enjoyed the band. 

After a short break the time was right for 108 to start exactly where their 
support had left the stage. This wasn't enough, I mean, these words are not 
strong enough to emphasize what happened when the band began to play: I 
could not imagine a Krishna band performing on this level of intensity and 
power until those moments! Hell, this was pure HC power. 108 played with so 
much enthusiasm and emotion that the crowd totally went nuts! A gig full of
